Elements of Agriculture and Vegetation. By 
George Fordyce, “iD. 25.6d. John- 
fon. 

His treatife is divided into five parts ; 
of which the firft is employed on the 
elements of chymiitry, neceflary to be 
underftood for the explanation of the 
principles of agriculture; the fecond con- 
liders the properties of bodies; the third, 
the ftructure and qconomy of vege- 
tables; the fourth, the nourtthment of 
plants ; and the fifth gives an account of 
the fubftances which are neceflary tor 
the examination and analyfis of foils, 
What is chiefly obiervable in this per- 
formance is the perfpicnous method in 
which the author has arranged the feve- 
ral divifions of his ftubiect. ‘The whole 
elements of the icie nce are here develo- 
ped wi ve mil utenel: sand precition ; their 
various relations, combin: tions, and 

diferent iiian are concilely explain- 
ed; and the reader ts conducted through 
a regular exhibition of the chymical 
principles of vegetation. After the na- 
ture of thefe has been delineated in fuch 
amanner as to give an idea of the good 
or bad effects of the various fubftances 
which are found in different foils, we are 
at laft prefented with feveral procetles 
for difcovering their exiftence. ‘This 
being a fhort and praétical part of the 
treatife, we fhall extract it entire. 

** Subftances neceffary for the exami- 
oe and analytis of foils, are, 

. Vitriolic acid. 2. Muriatic acid. 

3. Solution of fixt vegetable alkali in wa- 

ter, 4. Common cauttic, or cauftic fixt 

vegetable alkali. 5. Cauttic volatile al- 
kali, or {pirit of fal ammoniac with quick 
lime. It is known to be cauttic by not 
cfervefcing with an acid. 6. Sal am- 
moniac. 7, Galls, 8. Pure water. If 
the water contain any metallic or earthy 
fait, it is improper. ‘To try this, 
pour into a glafs of 1t a few drops of io- 
lution of fis ct veret: rf Ne alkali in water : 
it it be j impure, the alkali will prec ipitate 
the metal or earth. Such water is to be 
purified by diftillation or boiling.

2. ‘To know if there be any metall’c 
or carthy falt.—Take about a ‘pound of 
foil, pour upon it about a pint of boiling 
diftilled water, ftir them thoroughly to- 
cether, and Jet them ftand for ten 
minutes, filter off the water through 
hitrating paper, pour into what comes 
through, a little of the folution of the 
fixt vegetable alkali in water: if there 
be any earthy or metallic fault, a prectpi- 
tation will take place. 

3. To know if the falt contained has 
calcarious carth for one of its elements. 
—Vake the filtrated folution, pour into 
ithalfan ounce of cauttie vol: atile alkali, 
or continue to drop in this alkall till no 
further precipitation takes place 5 aiter- 
wards filtrate it, and pour to what fil- 
trates throngh, a little folution of fixt 
vegetable alkali: if there be any further 
precipitation, it fhows that there is an 
earthy {alt contitting of calcarious earth 
for one of its clements; if a precipita- 
tion took place upon the application of 
the cautiic volatile alkah, it thows that 
there are either other earthy or metallic 
jalts. 

To know if the falt contained be 
metallic or aluminous.—Add to the fil- 
trated folution an intufion of galls: if 
there be any metallic or aluminous falt,
